Certainly not! How can we who died to sin live in it any 
longer? 

Or aren't you aware that all of us who were baptized into 
Christ yahshua [Jesus] were baptized into His death? 

We therefore were buried with Him through baptism into 
death, in order that, just as Christ was raised from the dead 
through the glory of the Father, we too may walk in 
newness of life. 

For if we have been united with Him like this in His 
death, we will certainly also be united with Him in 
resurrection. 

We know that our old self was crucified with Him so that 
the body of sin might be rendered powerless, that we should 
no longer be slaves to sin. 

For anyone who has died has been freed from sin. 


Now if we died with Christ, we believe that we will also 
live with Him. 

For we know that since Christ was raised from the dead, 
He cannot die again; death no longer has dominion over 
Him. 

The death He died, He died to sin once for all; but the life 
He lives, He lives to God. 

So you too must count yourselves dead to sin, but alive to 
God in Christ yahshua [Jesus]. 

Therefore do not let sin control your mortal body so that 
you obey its desires. 

Do not present the parts of your body to sin as instruments 
of wickedness, but present yourselves to God as those who 
have been brought from death to life; and present the parts 
of your body to Him as instruments of righteousness. 

For sin shall not be your master, because you are not 
under law, but under grace. 

What then? Shall we sin because we are not under law, but 
under grace? Certainly not! 

Do you not know that when you offer yourselves as 
obedient slaves, you are slaves to the one you obey, whether 
you are slaves to sin leading to death, or to obedience 
leading to righteousness? 

But thanks be to God that, though you once were slaves to 
sin, you wholeheartedly obeyed the form of teaching to 
which you were committed. 

You have been set free from sin and have become slaves 
to righteousness. 

I am speaking in human terms because of the weakness of 
your flesh. Just as you used to offer the parts of your body 
in slavery to impurity and to escalating wickedness, so now 
offer them in slavery to righteousness leading to holiness. 

For when you were slaves to sin, you were free of 
obligation to righteousness. 

What fruit did you reap at that time from the things of 
which you are now ashamed? The outcome of those things 
is death. 

But now that you have been set free from sin and have 
become slaves to God, the fruit you reap leads to holiness, 
and the outcome is eternal life. 

For the wages of sin is death, but the gift of God is eternal 
life in Christ yahshua [Jesus] our Lord. 

acts.2:38—Peter replied, "Repent and be baptized, every 
one of you, in the name of yahshua [Jesus] Christ for the 
forgiveness of your sins, and you will receive the gift of the 
Holy Spirit. 

1.joh.3:1—Behold what manner of love the Father has 
given to us, that we should be called children of God. And 
that is what we are! The reason the world does not know us 
is that it did not know Him. 

joh.3:11—Truly, truly, I tell you, we speak of what we 
know, and we testify to what we have seen, and yet you 
people do not accept our testimony. 

1.cor.15—Now, brothers, I want to remind you of the 
gospel I preached to you, which you received, and in which 
you stand firm. 


By this gospel you are saved, if you hold firmly to the 
word I preached to you. Otherwise, you have believed in 
vain. 

For what I received I passed on to you as of first 
importance: that Christ died for our sins according to the 
Scriptures, 

that He was buried, that He was raised on the third day 
according to the Scriptures, 

and that He appeared to Cephas and then to the Twelve. 

After that, He appeared to more than five hundred 
brothers at once, most of whom are still living, though some 
have fallen asleep. 

Then He appeared to James, then to all the apostles. 

And last of all He appeared to me also, as to one of 
untimely birth. 

For I am the least of the apostles and am unworthy to be 
called an apostle, because I persecuted the church of God. 

But by the grace of God I am what I am, and His grace to 
me was not in vain. No, I worked harder than all of them— 
yet not I, but the grace of God that was with me. 

Whether, then, it was I or they, this is what we preach, and 
this is what you believed. 

But if it is preached that Christ has been raised from the 
dead, how can some of you say that there is no resurrection 
of the dead? 

If there is no resurrection of the dead, then not even Christ 
has been raised. 

And if Christ has not been raised, our preaching is 
worthless, and so is your faith. 

In that case, we are also exposed as false witnesses about 
God. For we have testified about God that He raised Christ 
from the dead, but He did not raise Him if in fact the dead 
are not raised. 

For if the dead are not raised, then not even Christ has 
been raised. 

And if Christ has not been raised, your faith is futile; you 
are still in your sins. 

Then those also who have fallen asleep in Christ have 
perished. 

If our hope in Christ is for this life alone, we are to be 
pitied more than all men. 

But Christ has indeed been raised from the dead, the 
firstfruits of those who have fallen asleep. 

For since death came through a man, the resurrection of 
the dead comes also through a man. 

For as in Adam all die, so in Christ all will be made alive. 

But each in his own turn: Christ the firstfruits; then at His 
coming, those who belong to Him. 

Then the end will come, when He hands over the kingdom 
to God the Father after He has destroyed all dominion, 
authority, and power. 

For He must reign until He has put all His enemies under 
His feet. 

The last enemy to be destroyed is death. 


For "God has put everything under His feet." Now when it 
says that everything has been put under Him, this clearly 
does not include the One who put everything under Him. 

And when all things have been subjected to Him, then the 
Son Himself will be made subject to Him who put all things 
under Him, so that God may be all in all. 

If these things are not so, what will those do who are 
baptized for the dead? If the dead are not raised at all, why 
are people baptized for them? 

And why do we endanger ourselves every hour? 

I face death every day, brothers, as surely as I boast about 
you in Christ yahshua [Jesus] our Lord. 

If I fought wild beasts in Ephesus for human motives, 
what did I gain? If the dead are not raised, "Let us eat and 
drink, for tomorrow we die." 

Do not be deceived: "Bad company corrupts good 
character." 

Sober up as you ought, and stop sinning; for some of you 
are ignorant of God. I say this to your shame. 

But someone will ask, "How are the dead raised? With 
what kind of body will they come?" 

You fool! What you sow does not come to life unless it 
dies. 

And what you sow is not the body that will be, but just a 
seed, perhaps of wheat or something else. 

But God gives it a body as He has designed, and to each 
kind of seed He gives its own body. 

Not all flesh is the same: Men have one kind of flesh, 
animals have another, birds another, and fish another. 

There are also heavenly bodies and earthly bodies. But the 
splendor of the heavenly bodies is of one degree, and the 
splendor of the earthly bodies is of another. 

The sun has one degree of splendor, the moon another, 
and the stars another; and star differs from star in splendor. 

So will it be with the resurrection of the dead: What is 
sown is perishable; it is raised imperishable. 

It is sown in dishonor; it is raised in glory. It is sown in 
weakness; it is raised in power. 

It is sown a natural body; it is raised a spiritual body. If 
there is a natural body, there is also a spiritual body. 

So it is written: "The first man Adam became a living 
being;" the last Adam a life-giving spirit. 

The spiritual, however, was not first, but the natural, and 
then the spiritual. 

The first man was of the dust of the earth, the second man 
from heaven. 

As was the earthly man, so also are those who are of the 
earth; and as is the heavenly man, so also are those who are 
of heaven. 

And just as we have borne the likeness of the earthly man, 
so also shall we bear the likeness of the heavenly man. 

Now I declare to you, brothers, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God, nor does the perishable 
inherit the imperishable. 

Listen, I tell you a mystery: We will not all sleep, but we 
will all be changed— 


in an instant, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last 
trumpet. For the trumpet will sound, the dead will be raised 
imperishable, and we will be changed. 

For the perishable must be clothed with the imperishable, 
and the mortal with immortality. 

When the perishable has been clothed with the 
imperishable and the mortal with immortality, then the 
saying that is written will come to pass: "Death has been 
swallowed up in victory." 

"Where, O death, is your victory? Where, O death, is your 
sting?" 

The sting of death is sin, and the power of sin is the law. 

But thanks be to God, who gives us the victory through 
our Lord yahshua [Jesus] Christ! 

Therefore, my beloved brothers, be steadfast and 
immovable. Always excel in the work of the Lord, because 
you know that your labor in the Lord is not in vain.

first covenant. 

In the case of a will, it is necessary to establish the death 
of the one who made it, 

because a will does not take effect until the one who made 
it has died; it cannot be executed while he is still alive. 

trust 

ps.115:9—O Israel, trust in the LORD! He is their help 
and shield. 

heb.11:1-39—Now faith is the assurance of what we 
hope for and the certainty of what we do not see. 

This is why the ancients were commended. 

By faith we understand that the universe was formed at 
God's command, so that what is seen was not made out of 
what was visible. 

By faith Abel offered God a better sacrifice than Cain did. 
By faith he was commended as righteous when God gave 
approval to his gifts. And by faith he still speaks, even 
though he is dead. 

By faith Enoch was taken up so that he did not see death: 
"He could not be found, because God had taken him away." 
For before he was taken, he was commended as one who 
pleased God. 

And without faith it is impossible to please God, because 
anyone who approaches Him must believe that He exists 
and that He rewards those who earnestly seek Him. 


By faith Noah, when warned about things not yet seen, in 
godly fear built an ark to save his family. By faith he 
condemned the world and became heir of the righteousness 
that comes by faith. 

By faith Abraham, when called to go to a place he would 
later receive as his inheritance, obeyed and went, without 
knowing where he was going. 

By faith he dwelt in the promised land as a stranger in a 
foreign country. He lived in tents, as did Isaac and Jacob, 
who were heirs with him of the same promise. 

For he was looking forward to the city with foundations, 
whose architect and builder is God. 

By faith Sarah, even though she was barren and beyond 
the proper age, was enabled to conceive a child, because she 
considered Him faithful who had promised. 

And so from one man, and he as good as dead, came 
descendants as numerous as the stars in the sky and as 
countless as the sand on the seashore. 

All these people died in faith, without having received the 
things they were promised. However, they saw them and 
welcomed them from afar. And they acknowledged that they 
were strangers and exiles on the earth. 

Now those who say such things show that they are 
seeking a country of their own. 

If they had been thinking of the country they had left, they 
would have had opportunity to return. 

Instead, they were longing for a better country, a heavenly 
one. Therefore God is not ashamed to be called their God, 
for He has prepared a city for them. 

By faith Abraham, when he was tested, offered up Isaac 
on the altar. He who had received the promises was ready to 
offer his one and only son, 

even though God had said to him, "Through Isaac your 
offspring will be reckoned." 

Abraham reasoned that God could raise the dead, and in a 
sense, he did receive Isaac back from death. 

By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and Esau concerning the 
future. 

By faith Jacob, when he was dying, blessed each of 
Joseph's sons and worshiped as he leaned on the top of his 
staff. 

By faith Joseph, when his end was near, spoke about the 
exodus of the Israelites and gave instructions about his 
bones. 

By faith Moses' parents hid him for three months after his 
birth, because they saw that he was a beautiful child, and 
they were unafraid of the king's edict. 

By faith Moses, when he was grown, refused to be called 
the son of Pharaoh's daughter. 

He chose to suffer oppression with God's people rather 
than to experience the fleeting enjoyment of sin. 

He valued disgrace for Christ above the treasures of 
Egypt, for he was looking ahead to his reward. 

By faith Moses left Egypt, not fearing the king's anger; he 
persevered because he saw Him who is invisible. 


By faith he kept the Passover and the sprinkling of blood, 
so that the destroyer of the firstborn would not touch Israel's 
own firstborn. 

By faith the people passed through the Red Sea as on dry 
land; but when the Egyptians tried to follow, they were 
drowned. 

By faith the walls of Jericho fell, after the people had 
marched around them for seven days. 

By faith the prostitute Rahab, because she welcomed the 
spies in peace, did not perish with those who were 
disobedient. 

And what more shall I say? Time will not allow me to tell 
of Gideon, Barak, Samson, Jephthah, David, Samuel, and 
the prophets, 

who through faith conquered kingdoms, administered 
justice, and gained what was promised; who shut the 
mouths of lions, 

quenched the raging fire, and escaped the edge of the 
sword; who gained strength from weakness, became mighty 
in battle, and put foreign armies to flight. 

Women received back their dead, raised to life again. 
Others were tortured and refused their release, so that they 
might gain a better resurrection. 

Still others endured mocking and flogging, and even 
chains and imprisonment. 

They were stoned, they were sawed in two, they were put 
to death by the sword. They went around in sheepskins and 
goatskins, destitute, oppressed, and mistreated. 

The world was not worthy of them. They wandered in 
deserts and mountains, and hid in caves and holes in the 
ground. 

These were all commended for their faith, yet they did not 
receive what was promised. 

2.cor.4:18—So we fix our eyes not on what is seen, but 
on what is unseen. For what is seen is temporary, but what 
is unseen is eternal. 

1.joh.5:4— because everyone born of God overcomes the 
world. And this is the victory that has overcome the world: 
our faith. 

res/special deposits: (abba’s promises) 
2.pet.1:3-4—His divine power has given us everything 
we need for life and godliness through the knowledge of 
Him who called us by His own glory and excellence. 

Through these He has given us His precious and 
magnificent promises, so that through them you may 
become partakers of the divine nature, now that you have 
escaped the corruption in the world caused by evil desires. 

2.pet.3:4—"Where is the promise of His coming?" they 
will ask.

heb.7:22—Because of this oath, yahshua [Jesus] has 
become the guarantee of a better covenant. 

heb.8:6-13—Now, however, yahshua [Jesus] has received 
a much more excellent ministry, just as the covenant He 
mediates is better and is founded on better promises. 

For if that first covenant had been without fault, no place 
would have been sought for a second. 

But God found fault with the people and said: "Behold, 
the days are coming, declares the Lord, when I will make a 
new covenant with the house of Israel and with the house of 
Judah. 

It will not be like the covenant I made with their fathers 
when I took them by the hand to lead them out of the land 
of Egypt, because they did not abide by My covenant, and I 
disregarded them, declares the Lord. 

For this is the covenant I will make with the house of 
Israel after those days, declares the Lord. I will put My laws 
in their minds, and inscribe them on their hearts. And I will 
be their God, and they will be My people. 

No longer will each one teach his neighbor or his brother, 
saying, 'Know the Lord,' because they will all know Me, 
from the least of them to the greatest. 

For I will forgive their iniquities and will remember their 
sins no more." 

By speaking of a new covenant, He has made the first one 
obsolete; and what is obsolete and aging will soon 
disappear. 

heb.12:24— to yahshua [Jesus] the mediator of a new 
covenant, and to the sprinkled blood that speaks a better 
word than the blood of Abel. 

1.joh.3:11-24—This is the message you have heard from 
the beginning: We should love one another. 

Do not be like Cain, who belonged to the evil one and 
murdered his brother. And why did he slay him? Because 
his own deeds were evil, while those of his brother were 
righteous. 

So do not be surprised, brothers, if the world hates you. 

We know that we have passed from death to life, because 
we love our brothers. The one who does not love remains in 
death. 

Everyone who hates his brother is a murderer, and you 
know that eternal life does not reside in a murderer. 

By this we know what love is: yahshua [Jesus] laid down 
His life for us, and we ought to lay down our lives for our 
brothers. 

If anyone with earthly possessions sees his brother in 
need, but withholds his compassion from him, how can the 
love of God abide in him? 

Little children, let us love not in word and speech, but in 
action and truth. 


And by this we will know that we belong to the truth, and 
will assure our hearts in His presence: 

If our hearts condemn us, God is greater than our hearts, 
and He knows all things. 

Beloved, if our hearts do not condemn us, we have 
confidence before God, 

and we will receive from Him whatever we ask, because 
we keep His commandments and do what is pleasing in His 
sight. 

And this is His commandment: that we should believe in 
the name of His Son, yahshua [Jesus] Christ, and we should 
love one another just as He commanded us. 

Whoever keeps His commandments remains in God, and 
God in him. And by this we know that He remains in us: by 
the Spirit He has given us. 

calling 

matt.22:14—For many are called, but few are chosen." 

rom.11:29—For God's gifts and His call are irrevocable. 

eph.4:4— There is one body and one Spirit, just as you 
were called to one hope when you were called; 

heb.3:1— Therefore, holy brothers, who share in the 
heavenly calling, set your focus on yahshua [Jesus], the 
apostle and high priest whom we confess.

Make sure that no one repays evil for evil. Always pursue 
what is good for one another and for all people. 

Rejoice at all times.

They will lift you up in their hands, so that you will not 
strike your foot against a stone. 

You will tread on the lion and cobra; you will trample the 
young lion and serpent. 

"Because he loves Me, I will deliver him; because he 
knows My name, I will protect him. 

When he calls out to Me, I will answer him; I will be with 
him in trouble. I will deliver and honor him. 

With long life I will satisfy him and show him My 
salvation." 

jubilee (LEJECiPE) 
luke.4:14-21—-yahshua [Jesus] returned to Galilee in the 
power of the Spirit, and the news about Him spread 
throughout the surrounding region. 

He taught in their synagogues and was glorified by 
everyone. 

Then yahshua [Jesus] came to Nazareth, where He had 
been brought up. As was His custom, He entered the 
synagogue on the Sabbath. And when He stood up to read, 

the scroll of the prophet Isaiah was handed to Him. 
Unrolling it, He found the place where it was written: 

"The Spirit of the Lord is on Me, because He has anointed 
Me to preach good news to the poor. He has sent Me to 
proclaim deliverance to the captives and recovery of sight to 
the blind, to release the oppressed, 

to proclaim the year of the Lord's favor." 

Then He rolled up the scroll, returned it to the attendant, 
and sat down. The eyes of everyone in the synagogue were 
fixed on Him, 

and He began by saying, "Today this Scripture is fulfilled 
in your hearing." 


col.2:13-15—When you were dead in your trespasses and 
in the uncircumcision of your sinful nature, God made you 
alive with Christ. He forgave us all our trespasses, 

having canceled the debt ascribed to us in the decrees that 
stood against us. He took it away, nailing it to the cross! 

And having disarmed the powers and authorities, He made 
a public spectacle of them, triumphing over them by the 
cross. 

eph.2:1-10—As for you, you were dead in your trespasses 
and sins, 

in which you used to walk when you conformed to the 
ways of this world and of the ruler of the power of the air, 
the spirit who is now at work in the sons of disobedience. 

At one time we all lived among them, fulfilling the 
cravings of our flesh and indulging its desires and thoughts.

not by works, so that no one can boast. 

For we are God's workmanship, created in Christ yahshua 
[Jesus] to do good works, which God prepared in advance 
as our way of life. 

2.cor.6:2—For He says: "In the time of favor I heard you, 
and in the day of salvation I helped you." Behold, now is 
the time of favor; now is the day of salvation! 

consideration 

matt.26:28—This is My blood of the covenant, which is 
poured out for many for the forgiveness of sins. 

heb.10:28-30—Anyone who rejected the law of Moses 
died without mercy on the testimony of two or three 
witnesses. 

How much more severely do you think one deserves to be 
punished who has trampled on the Son of God, profaned the 
blood of the covenant that sanctified him, and insulted the 
Spirit of grace? 

For we know Him who said, "Vengeance is Mine; I will 
repay," and again, "The Lord will judge His people." 

nation 

1.pet.2:9—But you are a chosen people, a royal 
priesthood, a holy nation, a people for God's own 
possession, to proclaim the virtues of Him who called you 
out of darkness into His marvelous light. 

eph.2:12—remember that at that time you were separate 
from Christ, alienated from the commonwealth of Israel, 
and strangers to the covenants of the promise, without hope 
and without God in the world.

jam.4:12—There is only one Lawgiver and Judge, the 
One who is able to save and destroy.

joh.13:31-35—When Judas had gone out, yahshua [Jesus] 
said, "Now the Son of Man is glorified, and God is glorified 
in Him. 

If God is glorified in Him, God will also glorify the Son 
in Himself—and will glorify Him at once. 

Little children, I am with you only a little while longer.

And by this we will know that we belong to the truth, and 
will assure our hearts in His presence: 

If our hearts condemn us, God is greater than our hearts, 
and He knows all things. 

Beloved, if our hearts do not condemn us, we have 
confidence before God, 

and we will receive from Him whatever we ask, because 
we keep His commandments and do what is pleasing in His 
sight. 

And this is His commandment: that we should believe in 
the name of His Son, yahshua [Jesus] Christ, and we should 
love one another just as He commanded us. 


Whoever keeps His commandments remains in God, and 
God in him. And by this we know that He remains in us: by 
the Spirit He has given us. 

judge 

ps.98:9— before the LORD, for He comes to judge the 
earth. He will judge the world with righteousness, and the 
peoples with equity. 

matt.19:28—yahshua [Jesus] said to them, "Truly I tell 
you, in the renewal of all things, when the Son of Man sits 
on His glorious throne, you who have followed Me will also 
sit on twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Israel. 

acts.17:31—For He has set a day when He will judge the 
world with justice by the Man He has appointed.

You rejected the Holy and Righteous One and asked that a 
murderer be released to you. 

You killed the Author of life, but God raised Him from the 
dead, and we are witnesses of the fact. 

By faith in the name of yahshua [Jesus], this man whom 
you see and know has been made strong. It is yahshua 
[Jesus]' name and the faith that comes through Him that has 
given him this complete healing in your presence. 

And now, brothers, I know that you acted in ignorance, as 
did your leaders. 

But in this way God has fulfilled what He foretold 
through all the prophets, saying that His Christ would 
suffer. 

Repent, then, and turn back, so that your sins may be 
wiped away, 

that times of refreshing may come from the presence of 
the Lord, and that He may send yahshua [Jesus], the Christ, 
who has been appointed for you. 

Heaven must take Him in until the time comes for the 
restoration of all things, which God announced long ago 
through His holy prophets. 


For Moses said, 'The Lord your God will raise up for you 
a prophet like me from among your brothers. You must 
listen to Him in everything He tells you. 

Everyone who does not listen to Him will be completely 
cut off from among his people.’ 

Indeed, all the prophets from Samuel on, as many as have 
spoken, have proclaimed these days. 

And you are sons of the prophets and of the covenant God 
made with your fathers, when He said to Abraham, 
‘Through your offspring all the families of the earth will be 
blessed.' 

When God raised up His servant, He sent Him first to you 
to bless you by turning each of you from your wicked 
ways."

But when a Samaritan on a journey came upon him, he 
looked at him and had compassion. 

He went to him and bandaged his wounds, pouring on oil 
and wine. Then he put him on his own animal, brought him 
to an inn, and took care of him. 

The next day he took out two denarii and gave them to the 
innkeeper. 'Take care of him,’ he said, 'and on my return I 
will repay you for any additional expense." 

Which of these three do you think was a neighbor to the 
man who fell into the hands of robbers?" 

"The one who showed him mercy," replied the expert in 
the law. Then yahshua [Jesus] told him, "Go and do 
likewise." 

joh.15:14—-You are My friends if you do what I 
command you. 


eph.5:29-30—Indeed, no one ever hated his own body, 
but he nourishes and cherishes it, just as Christ does the 
church. 
For we are members of His body. 
evangelist: [no one, matt.24:14 fulfilled in col.1:23 
(62AD)] 
matt.24:14—And this gospel of the kingdom will be 
preached in all the world as a testimony to all nations, and 
then the end will come. 
col.1:23—if indeed you continue in your faith, established 
and firm, not moved from the hope of the gospel you heard, 
which has been proclaimed in all creation under heaven, and 
of which I, Paul, have become a servant. 





rom.13:8-10—[Love Fulfills the Law] - pay everyone 
what you owe him: taxes to whom taxes are due, revenue to 
whom revenue is due, respect to whom respect is due, honor 
to whom honor is due. be indebted to no one, except to one 
another in love, for he who loves his neighbor has fulfilled 
the Law. the commandments “do not commit adultery,” “do 
not murder,” “do not steal,” “do not covet,” and any other 
commandments, are summed up in this one decree: “love 
your neighbor as yourself.”’... 

capacity 

2.cor.5:20—therefore we are embassadors for yahshua, as 
though elohim were making His appeal through us. we 
implore you on behalf of yahshua: be reconciled to elohim. 

eph.6:19-20—pray also for me, that whenever 1 open my 
mouth, divine utterance may be given me, so that i will 
boldly make known the mystery of the gospel, for which i 
am an ambassador in chains. pray that i may proclaim it 
fearlessly, as 1 should 

1.cor 11:3—but 1 want you to understand that the head of 
every man is the anointed, and the head of the woman is 
man, and the head of the anointed is elohim. 

1.cor 12:27—now you are the body of the anointed, and 
each of you is a member of it. 

col.1:18—and he is the head of the body, the called-out- 
ones [i.e. the ecclesia not “church”]; he is the beginning and 
firstborn from among the dead, so that in all things he may 
have preeminence. 

col.2:19—and he loses connection to the head, from 
whom the whole body, supported and knit together by its 
joints and ligaments, grows as elohim causes it to grow. 

eph.1:22-23—and elohim put everything under his feet 
and made him head over everything for the called-out-ones 
[i.e. the ecclesia not “church”, which is his body, the 
fullness of him who fills all in all... 

luke.11:11-28—what father among you, if his son asks for 
a fish, will give him a snake instead? or if he asks for an 
egg, will give him a scorpion? so if you who are evil know 
how to give good gifts to your children, how much more 
will your father (abba) in heaven give the [holy] set-apart 
ruach [spirit] to those who ask him!” 

one day yahshua was driving out an evil spirit ("demon") 
that was mute. and when the evil spirit ("demon") was gone, 


the man who had been mute spoke. the crowds were 
amazed, but some of them said, “it is by Beelzebub, the 
prince of the evil spirits ("demons"), that he drives out evil 
spirits ("demons"). and others tested him by demanding a 
sign from heaven. 

knowing their thoughts, yahshua said to them, “every 
kingdom divided against itself will be laid waste, and a 
house divided against a house will fall. If the adversary is 
divided against himself, how can his kingdom stand? after 
all, you say that i drive out evil spirits ("demons") by 
Beelzebub. and if i drive out evil spirits ("demons") by 
Beelzebub, by whom do your sons drive them out? so then, 
they will be your judges. but if i drive out evil spirits 
("demons") by the finger of elohim, then the kingdom of 
elohim has come upon you. 

when a strong man, fully armed, guards his house, his 
possessions are secure. but when someone stronger attacks 
and overpowers him, he takes away the armour in which the 
man trusted, and then he divides up his plunder. 

he who is not with me is against me, and he who does not 
gather with me scatters. 

when an unclean spirit [ruach} comes out of a man, it 
passes through arid places seeking rest and does not find it. 
then it says, ‘i will return to the house i left.’ on its return, it 
finds the house swept clean and put in order. then it goes 
and brings seven other spirits more wicked than itself, and 
they go in and dwell there. and the final plight of that man 
is worse than the first.” 

as yahshua was saying these things, a woman in the crowd 
raised her voice and said, “blessed is the womb that bore 
you, and blessed are the breasts that nursed you.” but he 
replied, “blessed rather are those who hear the word of 
elohim and obey it.” 

luke.4:18-19—“‘the spirit [ruach] of the Lord [yahuwah] 
is on me, because he has anointed me to preach good news 
to the poor. he has sent me to proclaim deliverance to the 
captives and recovery of sight to the blind, to release the 
oppressed, to proclaim the year of the Lord [yahuwah]’s 
favor.” 

luke.9:20— “but who do you say i am?” he asked. peter 
replied, “the anointed of elohim.” 

ps.98:9—before the LORD, for He comes to judge the 
earth. He will judge the world with righteousness and the 
peoples with equity. 

acts.10:38—how elohim anointed yahshua of nazareth 
with the set-apart spirit [ruach] and with power, and how 
yashua went around doing good and healing all who were 
oppressed by the false accuser [“‘devil’’], because elohim 
was with him. 

acts.17:31—For He has set a day when He will judge the 
world with justice by the Man He has appointed. He has 
given proof of this to everyone by raising Him from the 
dead.” 

heb.5—Every high priest is appointed from among men 
to represent them in matters relating to God, to offer gifts 
and sacrifices for sins. 


He is able to deal gently with those who are ignorant and 
misguided, since he himself is beset by weakness. 

That is why he is obligated to offer sacrifices for his own 
sins, as well as for the sins of the people. 

No one takes this honor upon himself; he must be called 
by God, just as Aaron was. 

So also Christ did not take upon Himself the glory of 
becoming a high priest, but He was called by the One who 
said to Him: "You are My Son; today I have become Your 
Father." 

And in another passage God says: "You are a priest 
forever in the order of Melchizedek." 

During the days of yahshua [Jesus] earthly life, He 
offered up prayers and petitions with loud cries and tears to 
the One who could save Him from death, and He was heard 
because of His reverence. 

Although He was a Son, He learned obedience from what 
He suffered. 

And having been made perfect, He became the source of 
eternal salvation to all who obey Him 

and was designated by God as high priest in the order of 
Melchizedek. 

We have much to say about this, but it is hard to explain, 
because you are dull of hearing. 

Although by this time you ought to be teachers, you need 
someone to reteach you the basic principles of God's word. 
You need milk, not solid food! 

For everyone who lives on milk is still an infant, 
inexperienced in the message of righteousness. 

But solid food is for the mature, who by constant use have 
trained their senses to distinguish good from evil. 

heb.6— Therefore let us leave the elementary teachings 
about Christ and go on to maturity, not laying again the 
foundation of repentance from dead works, and of faith in 
God, 

instruction about baptisms, the laying on of hands, the 
resurrection of the dead, and eternal judgment. 

And this we will do, if God permits. 

It is impossible for those who have once been enlightened, 
who have tasted the heavenly gift, who have shared in the 
Holy Spirit, 

who have tasted the goodness of the word of God and the 
powers of the coming age— 

and then have fallen away—to be restored again to 
repentance, because they themselves are crucifying the Son 
of God all over again and subjecting Him to open shame. 

For land that drinks in the rain often falling on it and that 
produces a crop useful to those for whom it is tended 
receives the blessing of God. 

But land that produces thorns and thistles is worthless, 
and its curse is imminent. In the end it will be burned. 

Even though we speak like this, beloved, we are 
convinced of better things in your case—things that 
accompany salvation. 


For God is not unjust. He will not forget your work and 
the love you have shown for His name as you have 
ministered to the saints and continue to do so. 

We want each of you to show this same diligence to the 
very end, in order to make your hope sure. 

Then you will not be sluggish, but will imitate those who 
through faith and patience inherit what has been promised. 

When God made His promise to Abraham, since He had 
no one greater to swear by, He swore by Himself, 

saying, "I will surely bless you and multiply your 
descendants." 

And so Abraham, after waiting patiently, obtained the 
promise. 

Men swear by someone greater than themselves, and their 
oath serves as a confirmation to end all argument. 

So when God wanted to make the unchanging nature of 
His purpose very clear to the heirs of the promise, He 
guaranteed it with an oath. 

Thus by two unchangeable things in which it is impossible 
for God to lie, we who have fled to take hold of the hope set 
before us may be strongly encouraged. 

We have this hope as an anchor for the soul, firm and 
steadfast. It enters the inner sanctuary behind the curtain, 

where yahshua [Jesus] our forerunner has entered on our 
behalf. He has become a high priest forever in the order of 
Melchizedek. 

heb.7—this melchizedek was king of salem and priest of 
elohim most high. he met abraham returning from the 
slaughter of the kings and blessed him, and abraham 
apportioned to him a tenth of everything. first, his name 
means “king of righteousness.” then also, “king of salem” 
means “king of peace.” 

without father or mother or genealogy, without beginning 
of days or end of life, like the Son of elohim, he remains a 
priest for all time. 

consider how great melchizedek was: even the patriarch 
abraham gave him the first tenth of the plunder. now the law 
commands the sons of levi who become priests to collect a 
tenth from the people—that is, from their brothers—though 
they too are descended from abraham. but melchizedek, 
who did not trace his descent from levi, collected a tenth 
from abraham and blessed him who had the promises. and 
indisputably, the lesser is blessed by the greater. 

in the case of the levites, mortal men collect the tenth; but 
in the case of melchizedek, it is affirmed that he lives on. 
and so to speak, levi, who collects the tenth, paid the tenth 
through abraham. For when melchizedek met abraham, levi 
was still in the loin of his ancestor. 

now if perfection could have been attained through the 
levitical priesthood (for on this basis the people received the 
law), why was there still need for another priest to appear— 
one in the order of melchizedek and not in the order of 
aaron? For when the priesthood is changed, the law must be 
changed as well. 

he of whom these things are said belonged to a different 
tribe, from which no one has ever served at the altar. for it is 


clear that our [lord] yahuwah ban-shua descended from 
judah, a tribe as to which moses said nothing about priests. 

and this point is even more clear if another priest like 
melchizedek appears, one who has become a priest not by a 
law of succession, but by the power of an indestructible life. 
for it is testified: 

“you are a priest forever in the order of melchizedek.” 

so the former commandment is set aside because it was 
weak and useless (for the law made nothing perfect), and a 
better hope is introduced, by which we draw near to elohim. 

and none of this happened without an oath. for others 
became priests without an oath, but yahshua became a priest 
with an oath by the one who said to him: 

“the lord (yahuwah) has sworn and will not change his 
mind: ‘you are a priest forever.’” because of this oath, 
yahshua the anointed has become the guarantee of a better 
covenant. now there have been many other priests, since 
death prevented them from continuing in office. but because 
yahshua lives forever, he has a permanent priesthood. 
therefore he is able to save completely those who draw near 
to elohim through him, since he always lives to intercede 
for them. 

such a high priest truly befits us—one who is holy (set- 
apart), innocent, undefiled, set apart from sinners, and 
exalted above the heavens. unlike the other high priests, he 
does not need to offer daily sacrifices, first for his own sins 
and then for the sins of the people; he sacrificed for sin once 
for all when he offered up himself. for the law appoints as 
high priests men who are weak; but the oath, which came 
after the law, appointed the Son, who has been made perfect 
forever. 

choice of law 

rom.15:4—for everything that was written in the past was 
written for our instruction, so that through endurance and 
the encouragement of the scriptures, we might have hope. 

2.tim.3:16—all scripture is elohim-breathed and is useful 
for instruction, for conviction, for correction, and for 
training in righteousness, 

2.pet.1:20—above all, you must understand that no 
prophecy of scripture comes from the prophet’s own 
interpretation. 

heb.7:21-22—but yahshua became a priest with an oath 
by the one who said to him: “the Lord [yahuwah] has sworn 
and will not change his mind: ‘you are a priest forever.’” 
because of this oath, yahshua has become the guarantee of a 
better covenant. 

heb.8:6—now, however, yahshua has received a much 
more excellent ministry, just as the covenant he mediates is 
better and is founded on better promises. 

heb.12:24—\ to yahshua the mediator of a new covenant, 
and to the sprinkled blood that speaks a better word than the 
blood of abel. 

ps.9:8, 98:9—He judges the world with justice; He will 
govern the people with equity.; before the [LORD=YHVH] 
yahuwah, for he comes to judge the earth. he will judge the 
world with righteousness, and the peoples with equity. 


acts.17:31—for he has set a day when he will judge the 
world with justice by the man he has appointed. he has 
given proof of this to all men by raising him from the dead.” 

rev.20:11— then i saw a great white throne and the one 
seated on it. the earth and the heavens fled from his 
presence, and no place was found for them. 
time 

joh.1:1, 14—1in the beginning was the word, and the word 
was with elohim, and the word was elohim. ... the word 
became flesh and made his dwelling among us. we have 
seen his glory, the glory of the one and only son from the 
father (abba), full of grace and truth. 

rom.6:14—For sin shall not be your master, because you 
are not under law, but under grace. 

heb.7:3—his name means “king of righteousness.” then 
also, “king of salem” means “king of peace.” without father 
or mother or genealogy, without beginning of days or end of 
life, like the son of elohim, he remains a priest for all time 

gal.3:13-14—-Christ redeemed us from the curse of the 
law by becoming a curse for us. For it is written: "Cursed is 
everyone who is hung on a tree." He redeemed us in order 
that the blessing promised to Abraham would come to the 
Gentiles in Christ yahshua [Jesus], so that by faith we might 
receive the promise of the Spirit. 

eph.1:17—and asking that the God of our Lord yahshua 
[Jesus] Christ, the glorious Father, may give you a spirit of 
wisdom and revelation in your knowledge of Him. 

eph.2:17—He came and preached peace to you who were 
far away and peace to those who were near. 

col.1:12—giving thanks to the Father, who has qualified 
you to share in the inheritance of the saints in the light. 

col.2:13-14—When you were dead in your trespasses and 
in the uncircumcision of your sinful nature, God made you 
alive with Christ. He forgave us all our trespasses, having 
canceled the debt ascribed to us in the decrees that stood 
against us. He took it away, nailing it to the cross! 

1.joh.2:5—But if anyone keeps His word, the love of God 
has been truly perfected in him. By this we know that we 
are in Him: 

1.joh.4:17-18—In this way, love has been perfected 
among us, so that we may have confidence on the day of 
judgment; for in this world we are just like Him. There is no 
fear in love, but perfect love drives out fear, because fear 
involves punishment. The one who fears has not been 
perfected in love. 

1.joh.5:11-20—and this is that testimony: elohim has 
given us eternal life, and this life is in his son. whoever has 
the son has life; whoever does not have the son of elohim 
does not have life. 

i have written these things to you who believe in the name 
of the son of elohim, so that you may know that you have 
eternal life and this is the confidence that we have before 
him: if we ask anything according to his will, he hears us. 
and if we know that he hears us in whatever we ask, we 
know that we already possess what we have asked of him. 


if anyone sees his brother committing a sin not leading to 
death, he should ask elohim, who will give life to those who 
commit this kind of sin. there is a sin that leads to death; i 
am not saying he should ask regarding that sin. all 
unrighteousness is sin, yet there is sin that does not lead to 
death. 

we know that anyone born of elohim does not keep on 
sinning; the one who was born of elohim protects him, and 
the evil one cannot touch him. we know that we are of 
elohim, and that the whole world is under the power of the 
evil one. and we know that the son of elohim has come and 
has given us understanding, so that we may know him who 
is true; and we are in him who is true—in his son yahshua 
the anointed. He is the true elohim and eternal life. 

place 

eph 5:21-23—-submit to one another out of reverence for 
the anointed. wives, submit to your husbands as to the Lord 
[yahuwah]. For the husband is the head of the wife as the 
anointed is the head of the called-out-ones [i.e. the ecclesia 
not “church’’], his body, of which he is the savior... 

rev.3:1—“To the angel of the church in Sardis write: 
These are the words of the One who holds the seven Spirits 
of God and the seven stars. I know your deeds; you have a 
reputation for being alive, yet you are dead. 

rev.21:2—I saw the holy city, the new Jerusalem, coming 
down out of heaven from God, prepared as a bride adorned 
for her husband. 

1.pet.2:5—you also, like living stones, are being built into 
a spiritual house to be a holy priesthood, offering spiritual 
sacrifices acceptable to God through yahshua [Jesus] Christ.

elohim’s mercy, to offer your bodies as living sacrifices, 
sacred and pleasing to elohim, which is your spiritual 
service of worship.”

1.tim.3:15— in case I am delayed, so that you will know 
how each one must conduct himself in God’s household, 
which is the church of the living God, the pillar and 
foundation of the truth.

armistice—a cessation of arms, for a short time, by

gal.3:10 - All who rely on works of the law are under a 
curse. For it is written: “Cursed is everyone who does not 
continue to do everything written in the Book of the Law.” 

gal.6:14 - But as for me, may I never boast, except in the 
cross of our Lord yahshua [Jesus], the anointed-messiah

(the creator of all property and things); co-heir with 
yahshua, the anointed-messiah (our purchaser and ‘heir 
of all things’ moves one into the “assurance” business as 
a bondsman for yahshua the anointed.) 

gal.3:26-29 - You are all sons of God through faith in the 
anointed-messiah [Christ] yahshua [Jesus]. For all of you 
who were baptized into the anointed-messiah [Christ] have 
clothed yourselves with the anointed-messiah 
[Christ]. There is neither Jew nor Greek, slave nor free, 
male nor female, for you are all one in yahshua [Jesus], the 
anointed-messiah [Christ]. And if you belong to the 
anointed-messiah [Christ], then you are Abraham’s seed and 
heirs according to the promise. 


gal.4:4-7 - But when the fullness of the time came, God 
sent forth His Son, born of a woman, born under the 
Law, so that He might redeem those who were under the 
Law, that we might receive the adoption as sons.

1.jn.2:2 - He Himself is the atoning sacrifice for our sins, 
and not only for ours but also for the sins of the whole 
world. 

gal.3:13 - the anointed-messiah [Christ] redeemed us from 
the curse of the law by becoming a curse for us.

gal.24-25 - So the law became our guardian to lead us to 
the anointed-messiah [Christ], that we might be justified by 
faith (trust).

people. — care for the poor, the widows and orphans, the 
aged, and the handicapped; power to act; authority — 
capacity, liberty, mastery, jurisdiction 

matt.10:1 and calling His twelve disciples to Him, Jesus 
gave them authority over unclean spirits, so that they could 
drive them out and heal every disease and sickness.
